Ad Valorem. 


Jmliaimpolf* Journal. 


In his great speech on the tariff bill Mr. 


McKinley illustrated some of his points 
by reference to ad valorem duties, The 
phrase ie one of long-established usage 
in tariff discussion, and its meaning is 
understood by experts, but to the pop- 
ular mind it does not convey so distinct 
an idea. It is rather to be regretted 
that an equally expressive 
English 


phrase could not be substituted for this 
Latin one. A word of explanation may 
assist to u better unterstanding of the 
phrase by some who do not know its 
technical meaning. Ad valorem nieaos 
according to the value. It is not es- 
nctly identical with the phrase per cent, 
and can only be expressed in .English 
by the roundabout, pharee, "according 
to the value." There are two kinds of 
tariff duties—specific and ad valorem. 
One is a fixed and arbitrary rate, with- 
out reference to the value or price of 
the article on which it is imposed; the 
other ia a certain proportion of th« 
value of the article, and therefore varies 
according to the market price or the 
value put on the article by the import- 
er. Our tariff laws have imposed both 
specific and ad valorem duties, and 
sometimes both together. The objpct- 
tion to an exclusively ad valorem ilnty 
is that it places it almost entirely in the 
power of the foreign manufacturer and 
exporter to determine what the rate of 
duty shall be by means of undervalua- 
tions in his invoices. The lower he 
states the value the lower the dnty will 
be. This is an invitation to fraud, and 
the opportunity has been liirgely im- 
proved by dishonest foreign manufac- 
turers. Mr. Dingley, of Maine, stated 
some time ago that an English manufac- 
turer tcld him, during a conversation on 
the tariff, that if we ruaintaiaed the nd 
valorem system he did not care how high 
we made our duties, as they would fix 
the dnty for themselves in making the 
invoices. Specific duties are more easily 
determined than ad valorem duties, more 
easily collected, less easily evaded, and 
less open to fraud. An ad valorem dnty 
fluctuates with every change of price, 
becoming relatively greater as values de- 
cline and less BS values advance, while a 
specific duty, being laid on the article 
and not on its value, does not change 
with prices and cannot be evaued by un- 
dervaluation.

Starvation Wages in Germany- 


Stay In America. 


H. J. Dunlap, of Champaign, United 


States Consul at Breelan, Germany, con- 
tributes another interesting letter to the 
columns of the Champaign Gazette. 
On 


the waire question be writes: 


The subject of wages is an interesting 


one and at every opportunity that pre- 
sents itself I make inquiries. 
Yesterday 


a baker called to get information abont 
the United States, to which he wae going, 
and I asked him about the wages he 
eirned here. 
"Well," said he, "I am 


working for one of the best employers in 
Ureslan, and he pays the highest price; I 
work 16 to IK hours a day and earn from 
ten to twelve marks a week. 
Many do 


not get as much; none more." Floured 
to onr money, this means 32 40 to $2.48 a 
week. 
Having only a wife, who also 


worked out, the couple had saved enough 
to pay their fare to Cleveland, where they 
hid friends. "Ach Gott,"eaid thewomin 
as they went away, "I am BO glad we are 
going where ws will not have to die in 
the poor-house." 


The street car conductors are in the 


employ of the city, which owns the road. 
I interviewed one the other day. In an- 
swer to my question as to wages he said: 
"I am paid tjO cents a day and am fur- 
nished with a uniform. I run from 14 to 
10 hours a day. The driver is paid the 
same and works the same boars. I can 
jnst manage to keep my family from 
hunger; bnt if I am sick or lose a day 
they suffer. I regret that I^icl not go to 
America when I was young."

Cockrell, Aldrlch, Ingalls, Kurwell, Harris 
and Kdmunds, chiefly on the point of the 
gold reserve of a hundred millions for th< 
redemption of Treasury notes, Mr. Cookrel, 
assorting that there was not a particle o! 
'aw on the statute books requiring such a 
reserve, and arguing that there was no ne- 
cessity for It, as Treasury notes were offeree 
for redemption. 


Mr. KJmunds said that the Treasury notes 


had not been presented for redemption be- 


ISB tlie people knew that thoy could get 


gold for them whenever they wanted It 
If there was a panic and a run on the Treas- 
ury, and if there was no reserve to me«t It 
tho Treasury would fail, Just ai a bank 
would.

Mr. Mill* (Tex ) was glad to hear his friend 


(Mr. 
McKinley) revise his speech of two 


years ago, in which he characterized the 
then pending bill as a free-trade measure. 
The high duties on theglasswareof that bill 
did not meet his (Mr. 
Mill's) view. He had 


been forced to accept them. His friend was 
placed In the same position in regard to his 
bill. He (Mr. McKinley) hud put a protec- 
tion on hides in his bill, and yet he had been 
competed to take a free trade position, and 
put hides on tho free list. 


Mr. McKlnley's amendment was adopted.

The duty on sugar of milk was reduced 


from ten to eight cents a pound. A rebate 
was provided of duties on Imported sugar 
used in curing meat tor export, Th« duty 
on yarn made of jute was inoraased from 30 
to 35 per rent. Itlnding twine composed of 
inanUla, Juto or sisal grass was taken from 
the clause Imposing a duty of 1V» cent* a 
pound and transferred to ILo 14 oent clause. 
The clause relative to carpets was amended 
so as to provide that carpets made of Jnte or 
other vegetable material shall pay six cents 
per square yard, ahd mats, rugs and screens 
eight cents. The duty on burlaps mot ex- 
ceeding sixty inches In width) was changed 
from Hi to 1% cents per pound. Tbe duty 
on bags (or grain made of burlaps was fixed 
at 2 cents a pound. Russian camel's halt 
was brought under tbe head of wools of 
class i. The duty of 32 per cent, ad valorem 
was placed on the third class, and on Bus- 
slan camel's hair of the third class, tfaa 
value of which shall be 11 cents or less a 
pound, including charges. The duty of 60 
par cent. Is placed on wools of the third 
class exceeding In value 13 cents . pound. 
It is provided that on woolen and worsted 
yarns, valued at mora than SO o«nU per 
pound, the duty shall be H* times tbe duty 
now imposed. 


A long debate ensued, principally devoUiJ 


to a consideration of the subjsot of farm 
mortgages. 
The dlsonssion oooasionally 


drifted into politics, which kept the House 
tn confusion, good humofoi but so are at as 


to elicit from the Chair the remark that the 
recent presence of the circus In town mutt 
have bad n detrimental effect upon members. 


Mr. McMillin addressed himself to tbe bill 


antagonizing an amendment by Mr. McKin- 
ley, 
providing that on manufacture* ot 


wool and worsted valued at more than thir- 
ty cents a pound the duty per pound shall 
be three times the duty Imposed on a pound 
of unwashed wool of the first-clan, and In 
addition thereto thirty per cent ad valorem. 


The amendment was agreed to. 
Mr. McKinley offered an amendment plac- 


ing the duty on Oriental rugs at 60 cents 
per square yard, and 40 per cent, ad valorem. 


Mr. Mansur (Mo.) secured the floor and 


aroused the Indignation of tha Repulicans 
by the statement thai they had beeu repu- 
diated by the people. The House was In an 
uproar for a few minutes. The Speaker tald 
the gentlemen had been taking advantage 
of tbe Chair's good nature to insult the 
House, and to lower bla own standing la his 
own estimation. 


Mr. Mansur—That may be the opinion of 


the Chair, but It will not be Indulged In out- 
side of tills chamber. 


Pending a vote the committee rose and at 


five o'clock the House took a recess until 
eight o'clock, tbe evening session to be for 
the consideration of private pension bills.

An automatic card shuffler is the work 


of an English inventor, Mr. Booth. It 
works thus: A sharp turn to the right of 
either of the two handles places the ma- 
chine in working order. The cards are 
then dropped into the slot. The machine 
works by itself, and the cards gradually 
disappear. When the whole have passed 
into the machine the handle is turned 
again in the same direction and thecards 
will be brought back to the surface of 
the table. 


Another pack should then be placed 


in the slot, and the shuffling process re- 
peats itself while the players are dealing 
and playing pack No. 1. When the 
hand has been played out a turn of the 
handle brings up pack No. 2 ready shuf- 
fled, and the used pack No. 1 la then 
placed in the slot in place of pack No. 2. 
This process may be repeated indefinitely. 
By this arrangement every card changes 
its position, passing through the machine 
iu twenty seconds.—Chicago Herald.
